BRITISH ROYAL 
FAMILY REMAINS 
AT HOME FOR DAY 


In Retreat, at Least Officially, 
During the Duke of 
Windsor’s Wedding. 


By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, June 3.—Members of 
the British royal family stayed at 
home, at least officially, today. 

Neither King George VI nor any 
other member of the circle had any 
scheduled public appearances on 
the day of the Duke of Windsor’s 
wedding to Mrs. Wallis Warfield 
Simpson. 

This sudden seeming retreat from 
public gaze, after most of the fam- 
ily had appeared at Epsom yester- 
day for the Derby, caused con- 
siderable comment. 

Some persons thought the King 
might be returning Windsor’s 
gesture of May 12—then the Duke, 
during George’s coronation, stayed 
in strict seclusion at the Chateau 
de Cande. 

Others suggested apprehension 
lest the day bring forth embarrass- 
ing incidents such as that of 
Coronation day, when a man in 
Whitehall shouted: “England re- 
joices while King Edward VIII 
lives in exile!”

ON DUKES MARRIAGE 


Premier Chamberlain Declines 
to Reply to Question 
in Commons, 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 3.—Britain’s Gov- 
ernment, which would not have 
Wallis Warfield Simpson as the 
Empire’s Queen, maintained offi- 
cial silence today on the American- 
born woman’s marriage to former 
King Edward VIIL at Monts, 
France, 

“Has the Government already de- 
cided to send or are they consider- 
ing sending a mé¢ssage of congratu- 
lations to Windsor on his wedding,” 
demanded the outspoken Laborite, 
J. McGovern, in the Commons. 

Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain made no answer. 

Chamberlain last week succeeded 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
the man who is credited with hav- 
ing put George VI on the throne as 
successor to the abdicated Edward, 
now the Duke of Windsor. 

Under fuil length portraits of the 
Duke and his new Duchess in their 
wedding attire, the press gave the 
British public front page details 
of the nuptials. 

An unhappy note was sounded, 
however, by simultaneous newspa- 
per accounts of protests by Church 
of England Bishops against the 
Rev. R. Anderson Jardine’s inde- 
pendent action in performing a re- 
ligious ceremony for the Duke and 
his twice-divorced bride. 

Along with complete details of 
the wedding, the iiberal London 
Star published a scathing editorial 
on “The Church’s Attitude” and 
criticising Anglican Bishops for a 
“lack of charity.” 

No ecclesiastical measures will 
be taken against the Rev. R. An- 
derson Jardine, it was indicated by 
the Bishop of Fulham. 

The Bishop governs Anglican 
church affairs in France where the 
middle-aged vicar, volunteering to 
give his former King a religious 
marriage blessing, performed the 
Church of England ceremony — 
on his own authority.

TROOPS IN NORTHERN SPAWN, 
June 3.—Gen. Emilio Mola, right- 
hand man to Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco, was killed today 
when the plane in which he was 
flying crashed near Briviesca in 
a dense fog. 

Gen. Mola, who had been at 
the Bay of Biscay front where his 
men are besieging Bilbao, was 
flying south to the insurgent-held 
city of Burgos, far inland. Brivies- 
ca, near which the crash occurred 
at 3 p. m., is about 25 miles 
northeast of Burgos,

BILBAO, Spain, June 3. — It 
was announced tonight’ that 
Spanish insurgent radio stations 
at Salamanca and Vitoria had re- 
ported the death of Gen. Emilio 
Mola, insurgent commander on 
the Bilbao front, in an airplane 
crash. 

The announcement said Gen. 
Mola had been reconnoitering in 
a plane along the Bay of Biscay 
front when the plane fell. 

Two pilots and two staff offi- 
cers also were killed in the acci- 
dent, the account stated, 


Report to Berlin on Death of Gen, 
Mola, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, June 3.—Gen. Emilio 
Mola, young commander of the 
Northern Spanish rebel army, 
was killed today with five others 
in an airplane crash, official ad- 
vices said. 

Gen. Mola’s adjutant, two pilots 
and two members of the insurgent 
army general staff lost their lives 
with the General, one of three 
highest commanders in the rebel 
forces. Their machine smashed 
into a Basque mountainside during 
a heavy fog on the Bilbao front, 
the German Government was in- 
formed, 

Gen. Mola was responsible for 
the first major victories of the 
rebels in the Spanish civil war. His 
Northern forces, in the latter part 
of July last year, opened the cam- 
paign against Madrid while Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco was 
still sending troops from Morocco 
to Southern Spain. 

The Guadarrama Mountains 
stopped Gen. Mola, but later he 
struck at Irun, won San Sebastian, 
and in the last month his Northern 
army has been steadily drawing 
close to Bilbao. 

He narrowly escaped death in a 
bombing at San Sebastian in Oc- 
tober.

Homer Martin, U. A. W. A. preési- 
dent, said at Washington the com- 
plaints charge 150 employes were 
discharged because of union activ- 
ities. The Boston complaint was 
filed last Friday, the Detroit 
charges a week ago. 

The Ford company said some em- 
ployes at the Somerville (Mass.) as- 
sembly plant were laid off because 
of a seasonal slackening of produc- 
tion; Samuel Sandberg, U. A. W.

FORMER DEAN FOUND

MURDERED MAN 
FOUND IN COUNTY 
S IDENTIFIED 


Body Is That of Paul Da- 
vis, 25-Year-Old Laborer 
—First Thought to Be 
That of Fred Alberthal. 


The body of a murdered man, 
found in a shallow grave in St. 


Louis County Monday, was identi- 
fied last night as that of Paul Da- 
vis, 25-year-old laborer, who told his 
foreman at the National Carload- 
ing Co. that he was “scared” before 
disappearing about 10 days ago. 

' Previously the body had _ been 
erroneously identified as that of 
Fred Alberthal, who formerly 
worked as bartender at Gravois 
road and Lindbergh boulevard. Al- 
berthal’s wife, Emily, who resides 
with him at 3817 Washington boul- 
evard, notified police last night that 
her husband was alive and working 
at a filling station. 

Thomas Davis, 4266A Lee avenue, 
brother of the murdered man, who 
was shot to death, made the identi- 
fication at the Fendler mortuary, 
744 Lemay Ferry road, after their 
sister, Mrs. Harry Smart, reported 
to policewomen late yesterday that 
Paul was missing. Her description 


corresponded closely with that of 
the body, and led to establishing the 
identity. 

Constable Joseph L. Doran of Ca- 
rondelet Township said Paul Davis 
roomed at 827 Hickory street, but 
had slept in a saloon near Gratoit 
street and Broadway for’ several 
days before his disappearance. 

Recently Davis showed marks of 
a beating and informed fellow work- 
ers that he had been hit by a 
woman, Doran said he learned. On 
another occasion, the Constable 
said, Davis confided in a Third 
District police sergeant that “it is 
going to be that woman or me,” re- 
ferring to the woman who had 
beaten him.

actually perpetrated or not,” Judge 
Moore instructed the jury at the 
conclusion of argument by counsel 
for each side. “It makes no differ- 
ence whether the Government 
actually was defrauded or not. 


| “The thing you should determine 
‘is whether or not the conspiracy 
| was formed for the purpose of de- 
frauding the United States in any 
manner, for any purpose, and, if so 
formed, whether anyone or more of 


one or more of the overt acts 
charged in the indictment. If that 
has been done, then whether or not 
the conspiracy was successful or 
not in actually defrauding the Unit- 
ed States, is of no importance.” 

“T caution you that the program 
mentioned in this indictment was 
a lawful Government program, 
Judge Moore continued. “The Unit- 
ed States had the right to regulate 
and control the plastering and lath- 
ing work done by the various sub- 
contractors, and the right of hav- 
ing the work let upon fair and hon- 
est bids, submitted free from col- 
lusion and upon a fair, competitive 
basis. 

“We are not concerned here with 
any question as to the constitu- 
tional validity of any act of Con- 
gress involved in the general pro- 
gram. Such question is for’ the 
court and not for the jury to de- 
termine.” 


Judge Moore explained further 
that in the meaning of the Federal 
penal code, conspiracy to defraud 
the Government means to cheat it 
of money or property, or to inter- 
fere or obstruct a lawful function. 

“So, if you find from the evidence 
that any two or more of the defend- 
ants either conspired to cheat the 
Government, or conspired to ob- 
struct or impair the Government in 
supervising the carrying out of any 
one or more of the four projects 
mentioned, then such defendants 
would be guilty,” he said. 


Points to Be Established. 


“It must be shown that at least 
two of the defendants were in 
agreement to establish a conspir- 
acy, he continued, but “it is not nec- 
essary that all of the defendants 
should be familiar with all the de- 
tails of the conspiracy, if one ex- 
isted. It is only necessary that 
they know the general purposes,” 

To constitute such a conspiracy, 
however, Judge Moore pointed out 
that it must be proved that the de-

TRIES TQ RESCUE 


BROTHER IN TANK 
CAR: BOTH KILLED 


Carl Behrens Dropped In- 
side to Get Oliver Who 
Had Fallen, in — Both 


Overcome by Fumes. 


Trapped in a railroad tank car, 
Oliver L. Behrens, 31 years old, 
was killed by gasoline fumes last 
night and his brother, Carl, 36, 
died after he dropped into the car 
to help Oliver and was unable to 
get out himself, 

The brothers, who operated a 
gasoline filling station. and coal 
yard at 756 East Big Bend road, 
climbed onto the car, spotted on a 
spur track of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad at their station, about 
9:30 o’clock to determine how much 
gasoline was left in it. They had 
drawn off most of it into their 
gasoline tanks. 

They unlatched the manhole 
cover on top of the car and Oliver 
leaned in, seeking to plumb the 
bottom with a broomstick. Appar- 
ently made dizzy by escaping 
fumes, he lost his balance and fell 
inside. : 

Unable to reach his brother, Carl 
Behrens shouted for help and ran 
to a nearby tavern, where he got 
the help of the proprietor, Thomas 
Fuchs and his. brother, George 
Fuchs. Carl ran back to the tank 
car ahead of the other two and 
lowered himself into it. Meanwhile 
Frank Block, night watchman at 
the coal yard, had responded to his 
calls, 

Grabs Him by Wrists. 


The three men outside attempted 
to lower a‘ladder through the man- 
hole but the opening was too small. 
Then George Fuchs, a carpenter, 
who resides at 9030 Simmons ave- 
nue, Kirkwood, grabbed Carl’s 
wrists as the trapped man groped 
for the opening. The tank is about 
seven feet deep and the man-hole 
is surmounted by a two-foot collar. 

“I could hear him coughing and 
gasping for breath,” Fuchs related, 
“but I couldn’t pull him up and the 
others, because of the smallness of 
the opening, couldn’t give much 
help. Suddenly I felt him grow| 
limp and then he seemed to get 
heavier and heavier. 

“Sweat from my arms ran onto 
his wrists and finally he slipped 
away. I guess I must have held on 
about five minutes.” 

Fire Departments Called. 

Meanwhile the others had sum- 
moned the Kirkwood and Webster 
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Groves fire departments. Firemen 
took the brothers out with ropes

after one fireman had been low- 
ered into the tank car. For nearly 
two hours the firemen used inhal- 
ators in efforts to revive them. 


Oliver Behrens resided on East 
Big Bend near Eads avenue. Sur- 
viving him are his wife and two 
stepchildren. Carl Behrens lived 
with his wife at 712 Angenette ave- 
nue, Kirkwood. A third _ brother, 
Elmer, a partner with them in the 
filling station and the Behrens 
Bros. Coal and Hauling Co., was 
not on duty last night.

SERVICES FOR THREE 
STRIKE RIOT VICTIMS 


Steel Unionists March Past 
Bodies in South Chicago— | 
Seventh Man Dies. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 3—In a flag- 
draped South Chicago hall, hun- 
dreds of steel strikers and sympa- 
thizers marched past the bodies of 
three of seven men killed in the 
steel strike riot Memorial day. 
lying in state preliminary to fu- 
neral services. The seventh vic- 
tim, Hilding Anderson, 38 years old, 
died in a hospital today of bullet 


wounds, 
Handbills distributed to throngs 
entering the hall termed the rioting 


“Blood on Steel” and urged “Honor 
our dead, murdered by Chicago po- 
lice; funeral services for steel union 


martyrs.” 

The circulars were issued by the 
Illinois State office of the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense and the Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee, 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization affiliate striking at Re- 
public, Inland Steel Co. and Young- 
stown Sheet & Tube Co. 

Several hundred persons attend- 
ed funeral rites at Indiana Harbor, 
Ind., yesterday for Kenneth Reed, 
Inland employe, who was killed in 
the riot. Nicholas Fontecchio, a 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation chieftain, declared Reed met 
death “through the brutality of the 
despotic rulers of the industry.” 

Five leaders of the steel workers’ 
organizing committee, which called 
the strike, conferred with Mayor 
Edward Kelly and demanded he re- 
move Police Commissioner James 
P. Allman and Supervising Captain 
James Mooney from office. They 
also demanded prosecution of police 
when engaged in the riot. The 
Mayor asked for proof of their 
charges against the officers. 

CIO representatives notified 
officials of the Wisconsin Steel Co. 
and the Interlake Iron Corporation 
the union would demand signed 
contracts from them recognizing 
the S. W. O. C. as bargaining agent. 
The firms employ a total of 4600. 

Van A, Bittner, regional director 
of the S. W. O. C., challenged the 
three independent steel firms in- 
volved in the strike to “carry their 
case” to President Roosevelt. He 
said the union is willing to let the 
President decide the merits of its 
demand for recognition. 

The union leader charged the in- 
dependents “have refused every or- 
derly and lawful metuaod” of set- 
tling the strike issues.

CARIPITO, Venezuela, June 3.— 
I rolled out of bed at 3:45 yesterday 
morning in order to make a dawn 
take-off from San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, but aviation plans: are as 
likely as those of mice or men to 
go astray and it turned out the 
Electra did not lift her wheels from 
the runway until 5:50 Eastern Stan- 
dard time. 

I had intended to hop 1000 miles 
direct to Paramaribo, Dutch Gu-} 
iana, but owing to the later start 
and the fact that construction 
work at the San Juan airfield 
shortened the available take-off dis- 
tance, I decided to make Caripito 
for refueling purposes. 

Flew at 8000 Feet. 

From the time we crossed the 
Green Mountains of Puerto Rico 
until we sighted the Island of Mar- 
garita (Venezuela) to starboard, we 
saw nothing but the tops of 
cumulus clouds and the blue sea 
below. I flew at 8000 feet most 
of the way, bucking head winds 
of probably -30 miles per hour. 

The coast of Venezuela in the 
hazy distance was my first glimpse 
of South America. As we. drew 
near I saw densely wooded moun- 
tains with wide valleys in between, 


‘open plain and jungle. I had never 


seen a jungle before. 

A muddy river wound through 
the mountain pass we followed. A 
few miles inland lay the red-roofed 
town of Caripito, the squat oil 
tanks on the outskirts. There was 
a lovely airfield with paved run- 
ways and a well equipped hangar. 
It is managed jointly by Pan Amer- 
ican Airways and the Standard Oil 
Co. ‘ 

We were met by Don Andres Ro- 
lando, president of the State of 
Monagas, and Don Ramiro Ren- 
diles, Secretary-General, who were 
accompanied by their wives. They 
cordially welcomed us to their 
beautiful country and hoped we 
would enjoy our stay.

I had intended to hop 1000 miles 
direct to Paramaribo, Dutch Gu- 
jana, but owing to the later start 
and the fact that construction 
work at the San Juan airfield 
shortened the available take-off dis- 
tance, I decided to make Caripito 
for refueling purposes. 

Flew at 8000 Feet. 

From the time we crossed the 
Green Mountains of Puerto Rico 
@ntil we sighted the Island of Mar- 
garita (Venezuela) to starboard, we 
gaw nothing but the tops of 
‘cumulus clouds and the blue sea 
below. I flew at 8000 feet most 
of the way, bucking head winds 
of probably 30 miles per hour. 
| The coast of Venezuela in the 
hazy distance was my first glimpse 
of South America. As we drew 
near I saw densely wooded moun- 
tains with wide valleys in between, 
‘open plain and jungle. I had never 
seen a jungle before. 

A muddy river wound through 
the mountain pass we followed. A 
few miles inland lay the red-roofed 
town of Caripito, the squat oil 
tanks on the outskirts. There was 
a lovely airfield with naved run- 
Ways and a well equipped hangar. 
It is managed jointly by Pan Amer- 
omg Airways and the Standard Oil 

o. ' 

We were met by Don Andres Ro- 
lando, president of the State of 
Monagas, and Don Ramiro Ren- 
diles, Secretary-General, who were 
accompanied by their wives. They 
cordially welcomed us to their 
beautiful country and hoped we 
would enjoy our stay. 

Luncheon Served in Hangar. 

The crew of the Electra were 
guests at a luncheon prepared and 
served in the hangar by the Stan- 
dard Oil personnel. They were fed 
everything from beef steak and 
grape juice to fruit cake. 

At my place were two orchids 
such as one wears only on special 
occasions in town. They grow wild 


here and were beautiful even |

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Patrick 
H. Joyce, president of the Chicago, 
Great Western Railroad told Senate 
investigators today railways “are 
being used as a football by holding 
companies and everybody else.” He 
said that if Congress “is able to 
stop it, it will accomplish a job 
nobody else ever has.” 

He testified before the Senate 
Railroad Finance Committee that 
he was “not trying to stop” any 
constructive legislation which might 
result from its inquiry, but would 
“be glad to see it.” 

“We should have 30 per cent more 
people working for the railroads to- 
day,” he said, 

“And why don’t we have them? 
Because we are crucified for. bad 
management whenever we spend a 
little money.” 

He made his statement after act- 
ing Chairman Truman of Missouri 
had remarked: 

“I think that wholly-owned sub- 
sidiaries are just as bad for the 
railways as holding companies are 
for the carriers and the publie util- 
ities.” 

Joyce agreed that in some cir- 
cumstances the subsidiaries were 
“bad for the railroads.” He pleaded 
for Government co-operation in 
helping the carriers solve their dif- 
ficulties. 

“We are going to help them by 
taking them out of high finance,” 
Truman replied. 

Committee. experts had criticised 
a 1930 transaction in which the 
Chicago, Great Western had’ sup- 
plied $250,000 to a subsidiary, the 
Mason City & Fort Dodge Railroad, 
which used the money to buy up 
the parent firm’s preferred stock.

AFL SUSPENDS 46 
NEW YORK G10 LOCAL 


Central Trades Council Ousts 
Between 250,000 and 
300,000 Workers. 


| By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, June 3.—The Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Council an- 


nounced last night the suspension 
of 46 of its locals affiliated with 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
Fanization. 

The latest move in the local 
struggle betweén the C I O and 
the American Fedétration of Labor 
came as the. result of an order 
issued by President William Green 
of the Federation in Cincinnati 
Saturday. 

The suspended locals, of which 
the council had 456 members, were 
branches of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
of America, the Transport Workers’ 
Union, the Bookkeepers and Sten- 
ogravhers’ Union, and the United 
Textile Workers. The Federation 
said the suspension involved be- 
tween 250,000 and 300.000 workers. 

Susnension Vote Unanimous. 

Vice-President Johiti Munholland 
of the council said its executive 
committee was unanimous in its 
vote for the suspension. Josenh P. 
Ryan, president of the council and 
of the International Longshore- 
mén’s Association, who has defied 
Green’s orders in A. F. of L. juris- 
dictional disputes, did hot attend 
the council meeting. 

Green's order to suspend the C 
I O locals was based on an A. F. 
of L. constitution provision that 
locals chartered by unions which 
have been suspended by the Fed- 
eration are ineligible to belone to 
the State Federation of City Cen- 
tral Labor Unions. 

The parent unions of the 46 locals 
all have been suspended from the 
A. F. of L. 

Armored Car Strike Avereements. 

A strike of 400 armored car 
guards and drivers was partly 
settled last nicht when two of the 
four companies involved = sicened 
agreements with the Brotherhood 
of Teamsters and Cheffeurs (A. 
F. of L.). affecting 300 of the 
strikers. 

The avreements, made with the 
Truckine Corpora- 
tion and Brinks. Ine., called fot a 
44-hour week. with a $45 salary for 
drivers and $35 for guards, insur- 
ance paid for by the company, and 
no liabilitv for personal proverty 
damaged by the emnvloves. Nego- 
tiations were under way with thé 
third company, the Armored Ser- 
vice Cornoration of Brooklyn. The 
fourth firm, the Cross Armored 
Transportation Co., said the union 
demand for $50 for a five-day week 
Was excessive. 

Omnibus Concern Wants Flection. 

The Transport Workérs’ Union 
(C I O) announced last nicht the 
New York City Omnibus Corpora- 
tion had expressed willingnéss to 
have a collective bargaining elec- 
tion held. The union claims as 
members 1200 of the company’s 1800 
emvloyes. 

The Parmalee Taxicab System 
posted notices that it had reached 
an agreement with the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters 
and Chauffeurs, an A. F. of L. af- 
filiate, but C I O 4rivers chal- 
lenged the validity of the agree- 
ment in affidavits submitted to the 
City Industrial Labor 
Board, charging coercion of 
workers. 

Supremacy of either the A. F. 
of L. or the C I O on the Third 
avenue trolley line will be deter- 
mined for 3200 employes by an elec- 
tion scheduled for tomorrow. 


NEW YORK’S F2OPORTIONAL 


REPRESENTATION PLAN UPHELD 


| New City Cotineil to Replace Pres- 


ent Board of Aldermén 
Next Fall. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 3.—The State 
Court of Appeals, in upholding yes- 
terday the cofistitutionality of the 
proportional representation system 
of voting in New York City, insured 
a new City Council to replace the 
present Board of Aldermen. The 
change will go into effect at the fall 
election. 

Supreme Court Justice Phillip A. 
Brennan, in Brooklyn, had declared 
the system. unconstitutional. Su- 
preme Court Judge Lioyd Church, 
Manbhattan, ruled the plan Was con- 
stitutional. 

The size of the new City Council 
will not be determined until the 
votes are counted. Hach 75,000 votes 
cast in a borough entitles that bor- 
ough to one seat in the council 
and if the remainder of the votes 
cast is more than 50,000 the bor- 
ough can have an extra council- 
man. Special provision has been 
made so that Richmond, which 
polls 50,000, will have at least one 
seat. Laést year’s registration would 
have given the Council 22 members 
as compared with the present total 
of 65 Aldermen. 

The system was opposed by the 
five Democratic County Committees 
and by State Assemblyman Edward 
S, Moran, Brooklyn Democrat.

JIM BRADDOCK 
SUSPENDED AND 
FINED $1000 BY 
NEW YORK BODY

NEW YORK, June 3.—The New 
York State Athletic Commission to- 
day slapped an indefinite suspen- 
sion on Heavyweight Champion 
James J. Braddock for his failure 
to appear for a 15-round title bout 
with Max Schmeling of Germany, 
scheduled here tonight. 

The commission also fined Brad- 
dock and Joe Gould, the champion’s 
manager, $1000 each. Gould also 
was put under suspension. 

Gen. John J. Phelan, commission 
chairman, announced that the New 
York solons had notified all state 
athletic commissions affiliated with 
the New York board that it would 
suspend any boxer meeting Brad- 
dock before the champion goes 
through with his contract to defend 
his title against Schmeling. 

This was taken to mean that 
Louis, if he goes through with his 
Chicago bout against the champion, 
automatically would be suspended 
in New York State. 

Gen. Phelan also announced that 
he had sent a letter to Joseph 
Triner, secretary of the Affiliated 
Illinois Athletic Commission, re- 
questing the co-operation of the Illi-

tional League, on the grounds the 
pitcher was guilty of “conduct det- 
rimental to the best interests of 
baseball,” said he had committed 
no crime and was being deprived 
of his means of making a liveli- 
hood.

$1,000,000 less than the sum claimed 
by the company. In view of im- 
proved conditions, the higher valua- 
tion, about $21,000,000, has been ac- 
cepted by the insurance commis- 
sioners, O’Malley said. 

This followed a reorganization of 
the company with officers and di- 
rectors approved by O'Malley. 
Early in February, 1936, O'Malley

TENTATIVE EDUCATION BUDGET 
FOR YEAR REDUCED $146,439 


Largest Saving Made by Taking 
$90,500 off Salaries of 
Teachers. 

Net reductions of $146,439 have 
been made in the tentative budget of 
the Board of Education for the fis- 
cal year starting July 1, which was 
prepared for submission to the Fi- 

nance Committee late today. 

By departments, reductions were 
as follows: Instruction, $96,100; 
building, $50,699; supply, $1680. In- 
creases of $1640 and $400, respec- 
tively, were inserted for the finance 
and auditing departments. 

The instruction department sal- 
ary accounts were cut by $98,500, 
offset to the extent of $2400 by in- 
creases in other items. The princi- 
pal decrease in salary allowances 
was $90,500 for the teaching corps. 
The building department decrease 
was effected almost altogether by 
trimming the provision for mainte- 
nance. 

Total tentative appropriations af- 
ter the changes were $12,212,524. No 
change was made in the estimate of 
$10,619,625 in income for the year. 
The cut in appropriations will in- 
crease the anticipated surplus at 
the -end of the new fiscal year ac- 
cordingly, to $2,460,560. The board 
requires a cash balance of about 
$2,400,000 at the end of each fis- 
cal year to pay its accounts until 
tax receipts arrive in December. 


IDENTIFICATION EXPERT DIES 


Grant Williams Developed System 
of Reconstructing Features. 
NEW YORK, June 3.—Grant 
Williams, retired police lieutenant

DEFIANCE OF LEAGUE DECREE 


Parliament Refuses to Make Sanjak 
Separate District and Dem- 
onstrators Protest.

BEIRUT, Syria, June 3.—Dis- 
orders occurred in the Alexandretta 
region yesterday immediately after 
the Syrian Parliament refused to 
ratify the League of Nations’ de- 
cision to make that district au- 
tonomous. 


Turkey had insisted on separa- 
tion of the region, called the San- 
jak, in line with the establishment 
of separate, autonomous states of 
Syria and Lebanon, both of which 
have been supervised by France 
under League mandate.

Looking Backward. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
E decision of the Supreme Court in 
the social security cases opens a 
crevasse in the barrier erected by the 
Constitution against Federal encroach- 
ment on state and individual rights, which 
may ultimately result in congressional 
tyranny; for if the “general welfare” 
clause be so construed as to authorize 
such usurpation, all the restraints im- 
posed by other provisions of fundamental 
law must yield to the caprice of the Con- 

gress momentarily in power. 

That such a consummation was not in- 
tended by the framers of the Constitu- 
tion, or by the states which accepted it, 
is evident to everyone familiar with the 
debates and proceedings of the constitu- 
tional convention. 

The Federalist, the organ of the central- 
ization theory of government, expressly 
repudiates such a construction. 

Washington, Madison, Randolph and all 
the representatives of states’ rights could 
never have been induced to consent to a 
Constitution so construed; and the Fed- 
eralist delegates distinctly repudiated 
such a construction. 

“It has been urged that the power to 
levy taxes and provide for the general 
welfare amounts to an unlimited com- 
mission which may be alleged to be nec- 
essary for the general welfare. No strong- 
er proof could be given of the distress 
under which writers labored to oppose 
the Constitution than this stooping to 
such a misconstruction; for, so construed, 
the welfare clause vests in the existing 
Congress a power to legislate in all cases 
whatsoever. But what would have been 
thought of that assembly if, disregarding 
the specifications which ascertain and 
limit their import, it should have express- 
ly granted an unlimited power of provid- 
ing for the general welfare?”—Madison. 
Federalist No. 41.

the day should.ever arrive when the peo- 
ple of different parts of the country shall 
allow their local affairs to be admin- 
istered by prefects from Washington, and 
the self-government shall have been lost, 
on that day the progressive political ca- 
reer of the American people will have 
come to an end; and the hopes that have 
been built upon it for the happiness and 
prosperity of mankind will be wrecked 
forever.”—“Critical Period of American 
History.”

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AN ANNUAL EVENT? 

We believe serious consideration should precede 
any decision to make an annual event of the air 
show held last week-end at Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
whose attraction was largely based upon the dan- 
gerous maneuvers executed by the participants. In 
this respect, the show was a repetition, on a grander 
scale, of the kind of performance common at county 
fairs at a time when aviation was far less advanced 
than it is today. Whatever justificatign existed for 
the old-time barnstormers, and it was usually urged 
that their daredevil tactics advanced the knowledge 
of plane construction, their function has been ful- 
filled. 

Perhaps this point would be more impressive if, as 
might easily have happened, the air show had been 
marked by tragedy, either to performers or specta- 
tors. There were, to be sure, two mishaps, neither 
of which had serious consequences because of the 
skill of the aviators involved. But for that skill, but 
for some excellent split-second thinking, we might 
well be pondering today whether an air show whose 
emphasis is on stunts which prove nothing is to be 
held in the balance against the loss of human life. 

The trend of. latter-day aviation is the develop- 
ment of commercial flying, with the minimum of risk 
and the maximum of comfort. It is to make flying as 
safe and commonplace as railroad travel. While abil- 
ity to maneuver a plane expertly is required of every 
commercial pilot, it is rarely, if ever, necessary to 
bring that ability into full play in the handling 
of the transport plane. Even in the training of mili- 
tary and naval pilots, stunting is less stressed than 
formerly because the heightened speed of planes sna 
other factors have lessened the need for it. 

In order to hold such a show at Lambert-St. Luts 
Field, it is necessary to suspend Department of @om- 
merce’regulations, such as the one forbidding stunting 
over an airport, adopted as elementary safety prin- 
ciples.

Recent decisions destroy argument that Supreme Court must be made over because it 
blocks social justice, says writer who originally favored Roosevelt plan; he urges 
dropping scheme and pushing retirement amendment; asserts President may lose 
public confidence by fighting for measure now proved non-essential to his program.

cessfully run the gantlet, not a few of 
the President’s friends would be pleased 
to see him drop the Supreme Court program. 

There was a moment when it seemed like- 
ly that the court was going to block every 
move made toward the extension of social 
justice and economic order. When the N RA, 
the A A A, the New York minimum-wage 
law, the railroad pension bill and others 
were struck down successively, not Mr. 
Roosevelt only, but plenty of his supporters 
as well, developed the idea that the court 
was disposed to interpret the Constitution 
in such a way as to prevent the Government 
from providing for the general welfare; so 
they accepted the President’s thesis that his 
scheme was one “to save the Constitution 
from the court.” 

An enterprise of such importance natural- 
ly took precedence over everything else; 
for what would be the use of evolving a 
social program abselutely certain to be 
struck down by the court? 

Recent decisions, however, put a different 
face on the situation. The Wagner Labor 
Act has been sustained—by the narrowest 
possible margin, to be sure, but sustained. 
The Social Security Act has been sustained, 
and, except on a clause relating to fiscal 
policy, by a vote of 7 to 2. The adverse deci- 
sion on the New York minimum-wage law 
has been offset by a favorable decision on 
the Washington law—by 5 to 4, to be sure, 
but the work is done. The belief that the 
court is determined to slaughter all social 


legislation is obviously no longer tenable. 
* a * 


N OW that the social security law has suc- 


Therefore, while the principle that the 
active service of Justices ought to be re- 
stricted to some reasonable age is untouched, 
there is no longer sufficient reason for giv- 
ing this matter precedence over everything 
else. The leisurely process of a constitution- 
al amendment setting a definite retirement 
age May now be adopted without wantonly 
risking destruction of the entire program of 
social legislation. 

On the other hand, there are several ex- 
cellent reasons for not pressing the bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of six Justices 
coadjutor at this time. The strongest of 
them is simple expediency. The proposal has 
aroused an opposition that in many quar- 
ters has proceeded clear out of the realm of 
logical argument and into that of sheer emo- 
tion. There are people who honestly believe 
that the proposal involves the abolition of 
the Supreme Court as an independent tribu- 
nal, among them being some who have sup- 
ported the President ardently and whose 
Support he will need in the future. 

Besides, not everyone who opposes this 
proposal is a fanatic. Plenty of sober, level- 
headed men, and men who are liberal in 
their views, regard the business with uncon- 
cealed anxiety. It is a dangerous thing to 
monkey with the courts at any time and un- 
der any circumstances. The precedent set by 
this bill might endure to plague us in the 
future; hence, if it is possible to avoid set- 
ting the precedent, that should be done, 
Apparently it is possible; and this is reason 
enough for hoping the President will do so. 

The true friends of Mr. Roosevelt have, 
in addition, further reason for wishing that 


he may drop this scheme, now that it is 
plainly no longer essential to the accomplish- 
ment of his main purpose. 

This reason is their belief that his work 
has not been completed with the enactment 
of the various measures that embody the 
principal aims of the New Deal. There re- 
mains a tremendous task of perfecting and 
adjusting the laws as the test of operation 
reveals inevitable defects. 

The Social Security Act, for example, is 
full of holes.. The provision for piling up 
a mountain of paper and calling it a reserve 
is downright nonsensical. The policy of 
loading the entire burden on employers and 
employes without any governmental partici- 
pation is, to say the least, highly debatable. 
The exclusion of agricultural labor and do- 
mestic servants must be corrected at some 
time. 

It is equally obvious that the Wagner Act 
is faulty in its failure to fix upon labor a 
measure of fresponsibility commensurate 
with the rights which the act guarantees. 
Beyond that, some of its provisions are so 
vague as to admit of contradictory inter- 
pretations by different enforcing authorities.

These measures should be amended and 
improved by their friends; but if their 
friends’ time and energy are all devoted to a 
fight over the court program, the business 
of strengthening the social legislation al- 
ready adopted is certain to fall into neglect. 

Mr. Roosevelt has pushed through Con- 
gress the most gigantic program of domestic 
reform ever achieved in a single-administra- 
tion. The man who accomplished all this ob- 
viously had tremendous power. Hitler reor- 
ganized the German system, but to do so he 
had to have the assistance of the army, the 
Storm Troops, Roehm, blood purges, con- 
centration camps, press censors, the dissolu- 
tion of opposition parties and the heads- 
man’s ax. Roosevelt, merely by writing the 
word “must” on the margin of a bill, could 
make it law without a single one of the 
Hitler agencies of force. Plainly, he had 
more power than the Fuehrer. 

But this power consisted of nothing but 
the confidence of the American people, and 
that he can lose overnight. If he insists on 
fighting over something not essential to the 
success of his program, he will risk the loss 
of that confidence which is his power, and 
even that part of his program which is al- 
ready law will be left imperfect and incom- 
plete. 

Is that game worth the candle?

This thoroughly disingenuous sit- 
uation is further complicated by 
the prodigious propaganda which 
both sides are conducting, and by 
the fact that the circumstances 
make it impossible for any inde- 
pendent reporters to have a view 
over the whole situation. 

The reporters in Spain are either 
with the loyalists—I mean behind 
the ‘loyalist linegs—and_ therefore 
under the influence of loyalist cen- 
sorship and propaganda, or else 
they are inside the rebel lines, and 
therefore under the influence of 
rebel propaganda sand: censorship. 
No reporter, however heroically dis- 
interested in the search for fact, 
has had access to both fronts. 

I have talked with half a dozen 
of the most reliable American re- 
porters who have been in Spain, 
men whom I have known for years, 
in whose honesty I have confidence, 
but from the sum total of their 
impressions one gets no synchron- 
ized picture. 

Even such arithmetical details as 
the amount of German and Italian 
intervention on the one hand, and 
the size and composition of the 
International Brigade on the other, 
do not add up to anything even ap- 
proaching agreement. They vary 
according: to the headquarters from 
which they are sent. And this sim- 
ply means that the civil strife in 
Spain occurs in a complete anarchy 
of world opinion.

Our own official attitude is not 
in the least simplified by our neu- 
trality legislation.

under the law we should immedi-

materials besides arms. 

If it was not an act of war, then 
such action on our part might be 
interpreted by Germany as an act 
of hostility. To take the action 
would be no more arbitrary than 
deciding, as we have done, that 
the loyalist Government, in fight- 
ing Gen, Franco, is committing acts 


of war. 


And there is no international tri- 
buna] which can decide such ques- 
tions on grounds acceptable to all 
concerned. We have a total sus- 
pension of international law, and 
therefore any action which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt may take is com- 
pletely arbitrary. 

A game is going on in which 
every nation is playing, according 
to its own rules, which is a defini- 
tion of international anarchy. 
Whatever the facts may have been 
in the bombing of the German bat- 
tleship, the German retaliation in 
bombarding the port of Almeria 
has no justification, in anything 
which has traditionally been con- 
sidered international law. Repris- 
als in international law are recog- 
nized as retaliatory measures for 
violations of law when, and only 
when, all diplomatic means of se- 
curing redress are exhausted, 

But the Germans retaliated with- 
out any such attempts, and actual- 
ly retaliated, not only against the 
Spanish loyalists, but against the 
Non-Intervention Committee, of 
which they are a member! They 
did not ask the committee to in- 
vestigate, and demand a solid front 
on the basis of such an investiga- 
tion, but they simply inaugurated 
what, in domestic matters, is 
known as_.lynch law. They with- 
drew from the commission in order 
to act arbitrarily. 

The world today is not ruled by 
law. It is ruled, over vast areas, 
quite simply by gangs, wifose rules

PRESBYTERIANS AVOID. 
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DISPUTE OVER WAR 


Assembly Resolution Opposes 
Armed Conflict, but Leaves 
Question to Members. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., June 3. — The 
149th general assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the UV. 5. 
A., averting a bitter dispute over 


the church's attitude on war, ad- 
journed yesterday after a seven- 
day session described by the mod- 
erator as the “most harmonious” 
in his 31 years’ experience in the 
Presbyterian governing body. 

“After years of dissension,” said 
the moderator, Dr. William Hiram 
Foulkes of Newark, N. J., “the 
church is setting its house in order 
and is going to meet the problems 
of the day with new courage and 
faith.” 

The assembly, he said, “gave un- 
mistakable evidence of a deepen- 
ing conviction that the great funda: 
mentals of God and man, sin and 
salvation need to be re-emphasized 
in a day like this. Ir full harmony 
with his attitude it espoused prog- 
ressive policies and the most co- 
operative spirit by ‘which these 
principles are to be applied.” 
Extreme Fundamentalists Absent. 

Other church officials attributed 
much of the harmony to the ab- 
sence of an extreme fundamental- 
ist group, which separated from 
the denomination more than a year 
ago to form the Presbyterian 
Church of America. Before the 
split, members of the group dis- 
agreeing with policies of the 
church’s Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions formed an independent board. 
The assembly ordered dissolution 
of the board and discipline for 
those who disobeyed. 

Dr. Clarence E. MacArtney of 
Pittsburgh, a fundamentalist, yield- 
ed in his opposition to renuncia- 
tion of war. 

The assembly then proceeded, but 
with many dissenting voters among 
the approximately 900 delegates, to 
instruct a committee to prepare an 
amendment to the confession of 
faith and catechisms which would 
renounce war “as a method of 
settling internationa] disputes.” The 
“Chris- 
may lawfully, under the 
New Testament, wage war.” 

While the church would be put 
on record by the amendment as op- 
posing war, the question of wheth- 
er it was right or wrong would be 
left to the conscience of the mem- 
bers, 

Presbyteries to Vote on It. 

Any amendment prepared would 
have to be submitted by the as- 
sembly to the church’s 276 presby- 
teries (district governing bodies) 
for ratification and then approved 
by the assembly before becoming 


An amendment proposing to 
delete sanction of war from the 
confession failed to receive the re- 
quired approval by two-thirds of 
the presbyteries in the last year. 

A resolution proposing that the 
church give moral support, cloth- 
ing and medicine to adherents of 
the loyalist Government in the 
Spanish revolution was rejected.

Pastor of Old Cathedral Ap- 
pointed to the Diocese 
of Leavenworth. 


The Rev. Paul C. Schulte, pastor 
of the Old Cathedral and an author- 


‘ity on Catholic history of the Mis- 


sissippi Valley, whose appointment 
as Bishop of the Diocese of Leav- 
enworth, Kan., was announced last 
night, will be consecrated by Arch- 
bishop Glennon in St. Louis at a 
date to be announced. 

Father Schulte’s appointment by 
Pope Pius XI is to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death last March of 
Bishop Francis Johannes. The dio- 
cese is comprised of 21 counties of 
Kansas. 

Since his ordination 22 years ago, 
Father Schulte has been at the Old 
Cathedral, or the Church of St. 
Louis of France, at 217 Walnut 
street. He has been pastor since 
1922. 

Born in Fredericktown, Mo., 47 
years ago, he attended elementary 
schools there. He received a mas- 
ter of arts degree from St. Francis 
Solanus College in Quincy, Ill., and 
then entered the old Kenrick Semi- 
nary at Nineteenth street and Cass 
avenue. His class, ordained in 1915, 
was the last before the seminary 
was moved to Laclede Station road. 

Six feet, two inches tall, Father 
Schulte plays a “fair game of golf,” 
although he only plays occasionally. 
He also enjoys watching baseball 
and football games, but his chief 
interest is history, particularly that 
of the Catholic church in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

In 1934, he published “The Cath- 
olic Heritage of St. Louis.” He has 
written historical articles for mag- 
azines, chiefly Catholic reviews. 

Before becoming pastor of the 
Old Cathedral, he served as assist- 
ant pastor under the late Rev. Eu- 
gene Coyle and under Mgr. John J. 


|'Tannrath, who was made rector of 


the St. Louis Cathedral in 1922. 

As a Pro-Synodical Judge in the 
Diocesan Curia, or court, he is 
called upon to help decide questions 
involving marriages.

the ocean, the gardens, were all re- 
created to scale for the picture. 

The Elba sequence is one of 
many which required intensive re- 
search to reproduce known histori- 
cal spots. The great palace of 
Prince Joseph Poniatowski in 
Warsaw was reconstructed to scale, 
with the huge ballroom where War- 
saw welcomed Napoleon to Poland. 
and where he first met the Polish 
Countess. Chandeliers were con- 
structed to match the six-foot crys- 
tal affairs of the period, also the 
giant silver candelabra. One of 
the largest sound stages at the stu- 
dio housed the set, in which 500 
gaily clad officers, diplomats, no- 
bles and their ladies danced the 
quadrille of the period. 

Another elaborate replica was 
that of Castle Finkenstein in Prus- 
sia, where Napoleon and Marie Wa- 
lewska lived an idyllic life while 
diplomats gathered there to ar- 
range with the Emperor for a re- 
apportionment of Europe. 


The retreat from Moscow was 
staged on a snow location with 800 
men. The palace Napoleon used 
at Vienna was reproduced in de- 
tail. More than 2000 military uni- 
forms were tailored to exact re- 
search specifications. A thousand 
gowns, in the period of 1810, as 
many authentic peasant costumes, 
were made for the picture. Garbo 
wears 12 costumes, ranging from a 
lavish ball gown to a cleigh-riding 
habit, all designed by Adrian, with 
whom she collaborated. In all, 
3000 players were employed in the 
various crowd and military  se- 
quences. A total of 100 sets were 
used in the picture. 

Miss Garbo plays the Countess, 
sweetheart of the Emperor and 
mother of his child, whom for rea- 
sons of state he was forced to de- 
sert, to marry Marie Louise, the 
Hapsburg Princess. Boyer plays 
the Little Corporal.

affect are a thing of the past. The 
present generation of Hollywood 
celebrities may not prefer sim- 
plicity, but for a multitude of rea- 
sons lives mostly in small houses— 
the average being about seven 
rooms and two baths. 

Possibly the depression and the 
number of examples of former 
movie millionaires who suffered by 
it has something to do with it. Cer- 
tainly the extra publicity attend- 
ant on living in a show place has 
become unwelcome and the secur- 
ity of living in a house that’s all 
paid for has become accepted as a 
luxury. , 

No More Down Payments. 

Time was when a star, actual or 
potential, would sink every cent of 
cash in a down payment on a lux- 


urious residence as a “flash” for 
his public. Nine times out of 10 
these sumptuous mansions went 
back to their original owners about 
the time the third payment was 
due. Today there is very little of 
such shoestring buying. 

For many years Kay Francis re- 
fused to invest in real estate. She 
lived in a modest rented frame 
bungalow in Hollywood. Recently 
Miss Francis bought a home, but 
by no stretch of the imagination 
could it be described as a mansion. 
And when she decided to become a 
property owner it was an outright 
cash deal. 

Pat O’Brien’s Brentwood home is 
somewhat larger than the Holly- 
wood average but the Irish star has 
a growing family and he needs con- 
siderably more space than when he 
first purchased the place (for cash) 
now that Mavourneen and Patrick 
Sean have become members of the 
family. When Pat adds a room to 
his mansion, though, it is always a 
cash deal. 

- Muni Buys Ranch. 

Paul Muni wrote out a check for 
the full amount 20 minutes after 
he and Mrs. Muni had crossed the 
threshold of their modest San Fer- 
nando Valley ranch house, and so 
did Glenda Farrell when she moved 
from her five-room cottage to a 
somewhat larger residence in the 
same valley. 

Dick Powell and Joan Blondell 
have a larger than average home 


in Beverly Hills, but it is a com- 
paratively modest residence when 
one stops to consider the joint in- 
comes of these two popular stars. 
They have a deed to the place of 
course.

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Refrigerator Important 
In Hot Weather 


Dairy Products Should Be Kept in Coldest 
Spot — Fresh Meat Needs No 


Tight 


Cover. 


With food prices inching upward 
from month to month, it becomes 
increasingly important that none of 
the food we buy should go to waste 
because of spoilage. And there’s 
no single piece of home equipment 
quite so helpful in food preserva- 
tion as the refrigerator, especially 
in the good old summertime. 

The coldest spot of that refrig- 
erator should be dedicated to dairy 
products and meat. Both ought to 
have a temperature of 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or below, especially if 


“they are to be kept more than 24 


hours. 


Where the coldest spot is depends 
upon the construction of the refrig- 
erator. In the ice refrigerator, if 
the metal piece below the ice tilts 
back, the coldest place will be some- 
where in line with the down current 
from the opening in the back. 
Where there are two metal sections 
separated by a space across the 
center, the cold air will drop down 
the center ef the cabinet. 


In a mechanical refrigerator, the 
coldest spot will be directly below 
the freezing unit. Most mechanical 
refrigerators, however, provide 
space for milk bottles beside the 
freezing unit instead of below. 
Though this isn’t the coldest place, 
in the well insulated cabinet it 
probably is cold enough. 


Then, too, some cabinets are so 
uniform in temperature because of 
the way the air currents move that 
there’s only a degree or two of va- 
riation within the food compart- 
ment. In others there may be as 
much as eight degrees variation. If 
you are in an experimental mood 
you might test your own refrigera- 
tor to see what variation it shows 
and determine exactly where the 
coldest place is. 


Keep Covered. 


Milk and cream bottles should be 
kept covered, because milk is by 
hospitable to passing 
odors and bacteria, for its own 
good. Desserts made of milk or 
cream, and creamed vegetable and 
meat dishes require the same 
treatment as the milk itself. All 
should be in the refrigerator’s cold- 
est area, and all should be cov- 
ered. Butter should be kept in its 
oiled paper covering inside its box 
—or better yet in a covered butter 
dish. All fats should, of course, be 
kept covered because of their way 
of taking up odors. Lard and oils, 
however, needn’t be in an especial- 
ly cold place. 

Oiled paper makes a good cover- 
ing for containers if there, is no 
cap or lid available. A square of 
the paper fitted over the top of the 
container and held down with a 
rubber band is quite satisfactory. 

In some ice refrigerators you 


ean find butter and milk bottles | 


nestling against the block of ice— 
a practice frowned upon both by 
engineers and by home economists; 
the engineers, because the pres- 
ence of any food in with the ice 
interferes with the free circulation 
of air along all sides of the ice, 
may raise the temperature of 
the cabinet; the home economists, 
for this same reason and also be- 
cause it puts butter, the very prod- 
uct that is most easily contaminat- 
ed by odors, in the most odorous 
spot. You see, as the warmer air 
currents return to the block of ice 
they carry with them a load of 
odors from the various foods. These 
collect in the film of melting ice 
and run down the drain and are 
carried away. True, the milk bot- 
tle may be well capped and _ the 
butter in a covered dish so as not 
to take up odors. But too many 
times a housewife sets the butter 
in its thin oiled paper right on the 
ice cake, where it is in that odor 
laden film of moisture. 

In the case of the mechanical re- 
frigerator, odors collect in the frost 
on the evaporator, so that when 
the machine is defrosted they are 


near as possible to the time it is 


‘kept too long in the ordinary re- 


carried along with the water into 
the defrosting pan. 
Do Not Wrap Ice. 

Occasionally a “thrifty” house- 
wife wraps the ice for her refrig- 
erator ih newspapers. If all she 
wants it to have ice to put into 
drinks, this is legitimate. But if 


cabinet in good condition she is 
working against that end. In an 


cabinet without melting ice, and 
heat in the food and in the cabinet 
cannot be so easily transferred to 
wrapped ice. Also vagrant odors 
cannot then be readily absorbed. 

Meats require as much care as 
does milk. Before they are put 
into the refrigerator the wrapping 
paper should be removed, as a pos- 
sible source of contamination in the 
cabinet. Then, too, it absorbs meat 
juices, and sticks so tightly to the 
meat surface that air cannot get at 
it, so that the meat will spoil more 
quickly. 

Fresh meats should never be 
tightly covered in storage. Home 
economists advise putting it onto 
a shallow dish and setting it into 
the refrigerator, with at most no 
more than a piece of oiled paper 
laid on top, not wrapped around it. 
The cut surface of fresh meat is 
already so moist that it is particu- 
Marly susceptible to contamination. 
A little drying out doesn’t especial- 
ly affect palatability and does slow 
up spoilage. 

If the meat pieces are small, as 
with steaks and chops, they can 
be put into the freezing unit of a 
mechanical refrigerator unless ice 
cubes are too much in demand. 

A good rule is to buy meat as 


to be prepared. There may be as 
much as 6 per cent loss in meat 
weights in some types of home re- 
frigerators in 24 hours. It depends 
upon the "refrigerator you have, as 
well as upon the size of the meat 
piece, the extent of the cut surface 
exposed and the amount of fat 
on it, 

With chopped or ground meats, 
like hamburger and fresh sausage, 
good refrigeration is doubly impor- 
tant. Such meats are usually made 
from small pieces and as such have 
had greater chances of contamina- 
tion in the meat market. And the 
very act of grinding a meat means 
increased possibility of contamina- 
tion. Grinding releases meat juices. 
It distributes whatever bacteria 
may be present. It gives bacteria 
a larger surface to grow upon. 
Hence, such meats should be cooked 
soon. 

Cooked Meat Storage. 

Once meat has been cooked, it is 
more easily stored. It, too, must be 
kept cold and used soon, but it may 
be covered to prevent drying out. 
If you have left-over meat pieces 
and plan to dice or grind them 
for dinner the next day, put them 
into a covered dish and cut or grind 
them shortly before they are need- 
ed. If the ground or diced meat is 
not to be reheated, this is especially 
important. Diced and ground 
meats spoil more quickly than do 
large sections of meat. 

Cured meat won’t spoil easily, but 
the fat in it can get rancid and it 
can become a medium for growth 
of molds. Bacon gets soft and flab- 
by and develops an undesirable fla- 
vor and odor if it is. kept in too 
warm a place. It may even become 
moldy. Bacon mold, however, is not 
toxis, so that it can be scraped off 
and the bacon used. Sliced bacon 
deteriorates in palatability if it is

CHICKEN PLAYS PART 
ON SPRING MENU 


Serve It in a New Way to 
Provide Variation in 
Taste and Flavor. 


Chicken on the spring menu is 
almost as traditional as the cus- 
tomary looked-for signs of this pe- 
riod. With spring in the air it is 


almost inevitable that appetite 
thoughts should turn in this direc- 
tion. 

Already a large variety of frozen 
fruits, vegetables and sea foods 
have been accepted by the con- 
sumer. Most of the young chick- 
ens now on the market have gone 
through this process which is the 
result of quick freezing. Nothing 
of the food value has been lost. 

There are many interesting ways 
of preparing chicken other than 
the usual roast or fried chicken. 
Chicken Paprika, for which we 
must give credit to the Hungarian 
people. It is made with sour cream 
and has an unusual flavor. 

Chicken Paprika. 

One-quarter cup fat. 

One young chicken cut up, 24% to 
3% pounds. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter to 
chopped onion. 

One-half to one teaspoon paprika. 

Water. 

One cup or more sour cream. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-quarter teaspoon lemon juice. 

Cook onions in the fat until soft 
and slightly tinged with golden 
brown. Lift out onion and place 
chicken pieces in fat. When chick- 
en is lightly browned, return onion, 
add paprika, salt and a little wa- 
ter. Cover and cook gently until 
tender (one-half to one hour de- 
pending upon chicken). Add water 
from time to time if necessary to 
prevent burning. Meanwhile blend 
the flour with enough water to 
make a smooth paste, then stir into 
the cream. Add to meat and sim- 
mer about five minutes longer to 
cook the flour thoroughly. Taste

Add a few drops or more of lemon 
juice. 

The quantity of sour cream will 
depend on tastes, size of chicken, 
and quantity of gravy desired. The 
flour for thickening should be in- 
creased accordingly. 

Time: One hour. 

Mock Terrapin Stew. 

Boil two chickens until tender, 
cut the meat from the bones and 
dice it. Beat the yolks of six eggs 
and set aside. Blend two table- 
spoons flour with one-fourth pound 
melted butter and add one pint 
milk heated to the boiling point. 
Add the beaten yolks, season with 
salt and pepper. Put back on the 
fire, adding the diced chicken and 
put one large glass of wine in just 
before serving.

The flavor is very delicate and the 
pre-cooking adds to the tenderness.

Byrnes (Dem.), South Carolina, 
urged his colleagues on an appro- 
priations subcommittee today to 
cut next year’s relief fund to $1,- 


000,000. 
Byrnes and the nine other mem- 


bers of the subcommittee—several 
of them economy-minded—called 
Works Progress Administrator 
Harry L. Hopkins before them to 
question him on the need for the 
$1,500,000,000 requested by the ad- 
ministration. The House, overrid- 
ing economy demands, voted appro- 
val of the larger sum. 

Byrnes is frequently an admin- 
istration spokesman, but took is- 
sue with the President’s supporters 
“on other provisions in the relief 


bill. He advocated that local com- 
munities put up 40 per cent of the 
cost of W P A projects, and pro- 
posed that local governments be 
reauired to show they needed help 
before they could get any money 
from the Federal treasury. 

Steiwer Also Has Amendment. 

Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, 
another subcommittee member, 
was working on an amendment to 
define the kind of destitution that 
would warrant Federal help. 

When the bill reaches the full 
committee, there will be further ef- 
forts to amend it. Senator McCar- 
ran (Dem.), Nevada, favors ear- 
marking some of the appropriation 
for specific purposes. The Hotse 
defeated a similar proposal. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
said he would ask that states be 
permitted to decide whether the un- 
employed would be given direct or 
work relief. He favored the Byrnes 
amendments. 


McKellar Opposes Reduction. 


Even before Hopkins began his 
testimony, some members of the 
committee were ready to support 
the administration estimate. Sena- 
tor McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, 
said he would oppose earmarking 
or reductions in the total fund. 

McKellar agreed, however, that 
the proposal to make local commu- 
nities put up part of the cost was 
worthy of study. He suggested that

NEW YORK, June 3.—Some 
strength in U. 8. Government loans, a 
rather mixed corporate list and a _ better 
tone in foreign issues marked today’s bond 
trading.

AT LOWEST OF YEAR 


Strikes at Plants of 3 Major 
Producers Lead to 77 1-2 
Per Cent Rate. 


By the Associated Presa. 

NEW YORK, June 3.—Production of 
steel ingots has deciined to the lowest 
point thus far in 1937 due to strikes at 
plants of three major producers, “Iron Age’’ 
said today in its review of the industry.: 

The rate of operation for the country’ 
at large was given as 77% per cent of 
capacity. against the revised figure of 85 
per cent last week. The high for the 
year was 92.3 in the week ended April 26. 

‘*The Youngstown district, where average 
operations are down to 45 per cent from 
84 per cent before the strike, is the hard- 
est hit,”’ the review said. “The Cleveland- 
Lorain district has declined from 80 per 
cent to 55 per cent, and the Chieago area 
is down from 86 per cent to 63 per cent. 
Other districts are unaffected by strikes, 
but there have been a few minor deciines 
owing to ordinary business factors. 

“There has been some diversion of or-. 
ders from companies affected by strikes’ 
to those that are not, but the amount of 
this so far has mot been large. If the. 
strikes are prolonged, as appears to be 
likely, a@ further tendency toward the plac- 
ing of business with plants that can take | 
such business for reasonably early shipment 
undoubtedly will develop. 

‘*‘Meanwhile, Many consumers are draw- 
ing upon their stocks, which fortunately 
are ample in many cases for some weeks, 
and iobbers’ stocks are also plentiful. .. 

“The volume of new steel business had 
been declining rather sharply just prior to 
the strike, but specifications against con- 
tracts were and stil] are holding up in good 
volume. 

“Should strikes continue for the greater 
part of this month, the probable effect 
would be to fill up any vacant spaces in. 
schedules of companies that are operating 
and to leave the strike-bound companies 
with substantial unshipped orders with 
which to start production again. Thus the. 
operating rate for the industry as a whole ° 
in July might be higher than would other- 
wise be expected, as there are no signs of 
an important letdown in consumption of 
steel within the near future. Orders for 
steel for construction purposes have been 
outstandin 

“Pig iron makers are taking orders for 
third quarter at unchanged prices, although 
there is no buying rush because of the lack 
of price incentive. 

“Despite the influence of the stee) strikes, 
steel scrap prices have shown no further 
decline at Pittsburgh and Chicago, but drop 
at Philadelphia reduces the ‘Iron Age’ com- 
posite price to $17.75, the year’s low.

followed the lead of more than 40 
other states. 

The difference between the 
pooled fund and employers’ reserve 
account plan lies principally in the 
'method of creating the fund from 
| which the benefits will be paid to 
| the unemployed. Under the re- 
| serve system, individual employer 
| funds would be established for the 
| payment of compensation to only 
the workers of that particular em- 
ployer. Under the plan passed by 
the Legislature all funds would be 
paid into a State-wide pool, from 
which all employers in the State 
could draw the benefits when they 
are thrown out of work. 

Vhe fight over the two plans 
throughout the many committee 
hearings and in yesterday’s debate 
was made a direct issue between 
the large employers and labor. 

Leading the attempt to have the 
House retain its support of the em- 
ployers’ reserve plan were Major- 
ity Floor Leader Hamlin of Han- 
nibal, Representative Phillips of 
Kansas City, Democrats, and Rep- 
resentative Barton of Montgomery 
County, Republican. 

Those active in support of the 
pooled fund system included Rep- 
resentatives Weakley of Pike Coun- 
ty, Lauf of Jefferson City, Dale 
of Richmond, Democrats, and Rep- 
'resentatives Clymer of Crawford 
County and Elliott of University 
City, Republicans. 

Those fayoring the employers’ re- 
serve plan contended employers 
| who maintained steady employment 
for their workers should be re- 
warded and not compelled to sup- 
port the employes of the seasonal 
industries. They argued that under 
the pooled fund plan workers in the 
weaker and seasonal industries 
would deplete the State-wide pool 
fund by drawing full benefits when 
a major depression began and that 
when the workers in the stable in- 
dustries were finally thrown out of 
| work there would be no fund left 
from which they could draw the 
compensation to which they were 
entitled. 


Objection to Reserve Bil. 


Proponents of the Senate bill, on 
| the other hand, said the employers’ 
' reserve system would result in the 
“freezing” of large fund reserves 
during a major depression and de- 
feat the purpose of the law by with- 
holding the reserves at a time when 
the release of the funds into the 
channels of business might lessen 
the effects of the depression and 
prevent its spread. 

As the repetitious debate dragged 
through the afternoon members be- 


'came restless and eager to reach a 


| vote on the bill, as the majority 
had obviously made up their minds 
'to support the pool plan. 

In closing the argument on the 
amendment to adopt the reserve 
plan, Hamlin largely confined his 
remarks to a last futile attempt 
'to win 15 St. Louis members of 
| the House who were present. 

“I have here a recent. editorial 
, from the St. Louis Post-Dispatch,” 
_Hamlin said to the St. Louisans, 
' while waving a piece of paper over 
| his head, “in which they come out 
|in support of the pool plan. Isn’t 
that enough? Who ever heard of 
the Post-Dispatch being for the 
working man; and yet they want 
the pool plan. Don’t tell me you 
are poing to let the Post-Dispatch 
tell you how to vote.” 

His repeated inquiries as_ to 
whether the St. Louis Representa- 
tives were “going to let the 
Post-Dispatch dictate your votes” 
brought muffled replies from the 
St. Louisans, which were not under- 
stood from the press table. 


Two Go With Hamlin. 


Hamlin’s tirade resulted in only 
two of the St. Louis members 
voting with him for the pool plan, 
along with 16 others in the House. 
Of .the total vote of 117 on the 
amendment, only 17 members sup- 
ported Hamlin. 

The report of Gov. Park’s spe- 
cial Committee on Social Security, 
which recommended, after an ‘ex- 
haustive study, the adoption of the 
pooled fund plan, played an im- 
portant part in the passage of the 
bill. Senator McReynolds of 
Carthage, who Was chairman of 
that committee, and Senator Rozier 
of Perryville, who served as a mem- 
ber, collaborated in the drafting 
of the measure. It was their ef- 
forts which were largely respon- 
sible for its adoption by the Legis- 
lature. 

The bill places a payroll tax on 
every employer of eight or more 
persons. The compensation wil] be 
paid to the unemployed beginning 
three weeks after they lose their 
jobs, and will amount to $5 to $15 a 
week up to a maximum of 13 
weeks, based on the length of em- 
ployment. 

Merit Rating in Bill. 


The bill also contains a merit 
rating feature under which em- 
ployers who maintain steady em- 
ployment for their workers and 
contribute certain percentages of 
their annual payroll will be given 
reductions in the tax. When their 
tax record amounts to 15 per cent 
of their payroll payment of the tax 
‘is no longer required. 

If the law is signed by the Gov- 
ernor, Missouri will be the first 
state to give employers the full 
merit rating. 

Gov. Stark originally made as an 
administration measure the em- 
' ployer's’ reserve-+plan of unemploy- 
ment compensation, but later stated 
he would sign either type bill 
passed by the Legislature. Passage 
of the bill clears the way for an 
earlier adjournment of the _ As- 
| sembly, which may end its session 
|late Saturday night or Sunday.

It is true that in discovering this 
cure the lives of perhaps 15 ani- 
mals were sacrificed, as I learn, 
most of them monkeys; but for 
each one of these animals which 
lost its life, already scores of! hu- 
man lives have been saved, Large- 
hearted men like Dr. Flexner and 


his associates do not permit un- 


necessary pain to defenseless ani- 
mals. 

The only thing which is of last- 
ing benefit to a man is that which 
he does for himself. Money which 
comes to him without effort on his 
part is seldom a benefit and often 
a curse. 

That is the principal objection 
to speculation—it ig not because 
more lose than gain, though that 
is true—but it is because those who 
gain are apt to receive more in- 
jury from their success than they 
would have received from failure. 
And so with regard to money or 
other things which are given by 
one person to another. It is only 
in the exceptional case that the 
receiver is really benefited, But, if 
we can help people to help them- 
selves, then there is a permanent 
hlessing conferred. 

Men whe are studying the prob- 
lem of disease tell us that it is 
becoming more and more evident 
that the forces which conquer sick- 
ness are within the body itself, 
and that it is only when these are 
reduced below the normal that dis- 
ease can get a foothold,

N the same way the failures 

which a man makes in his life 

are due almost always to some 
defect im his personality, some 
weakness of body, or mind, or char- 
acter, will, or temperament. 

The only way to overcome these 
failings is to build up his person- 
ality from within, so that he, by 
virtue of what is within him, may 
overcome the weakness which was 
the cause of the failure. It is only 
those efforts the man himself puts 
forth that can really help him. 

We all desire to see the widest 
possible distribution of the bles- 
sings of life.

utterly ignore the essential facts 
of human nature, and if carried out 
would perhaps drag our whole 
civilization down into hopeless 
misery. 

It is my belief that the principal 
cause for the economic differences 
between people is their difference 
in personality, and that it is only 
as we can assist in the wider dis- 
tribution of those qualities which 
go to make up a strong personality 
that we can assist in the wider 
distribution of wealth. 

I have been frank to say that I 
believe in the spirit of combination 
and co-operation when properly 
and fairly conducted in the world 
of commercial affairs, on the prin- 
ciple that it helps to reduce waste; 
and waste is a dissipation of power. 


I sincerely hope and thoroughly 
believe that this same principle will 
eventually prevail in the art of giv- 
ing as it does in business. It is not 
merely the tendency of the times 
developed by more exacting condi- 
tions in industry, but it should 
make its most effective appeal to 
the hearts of the people who are 
striving to do the most good to the 
largest number.

the most convenient analysis of the 
elements which go to make up 
civilization runs about as follows:

If you were to ask them, as in- 
deed they are very often asked, 
which of these they regard as 
fundamental, they would reply that 
they would not attempt to answer, 
that the question is purely an 
academic one, that all these’ go 
hand in hand, but that historically 
the first of them—namely, pro- 
gress in means of subsistence—had 
generally preceded progress in gov- 
ernment, in literature, in knowl- 
edge, in refinement, and in re- 
ligion. 

It may be asked: How is it 
consistent with the universal dif- 
fusion of these blessings that vast 
sums of money should be in single 
hands? 

The reply is, as I see it, that, 
while men of wealth control great 
sums of money, they do not and 
cannot use them for themselves. 
They have, indeed, the legal title to 
large properties, and they do con- 
trol the investment of them, but 
that is as far as their own rela- 
tion to them extends or can extend. 
The money is universally diffused, 
in the sense that it is kept invested, 
and it passes into the pay-envelope 
week by week. 

Up to the present time no scheme 
has yet presented itself which 
seems to afford a better method of 
handling capital than that of in- 
dividual ownership. 

We might put our money into the 
Treasury of the nation and of the 
various states, but we do not find 
any promise in the national or 
State Legislatures, viewed from the 
experiences of the past, that the 
funds would be expended for the 
general weal more effectively than 
under the present methods, nor do 
we find in any of the schemes of 
Socialism a promise that wealth 
would be more wisely administered 
for the general good. It is the duty 
of men of means to maintain the 
title to their property and to ad- 
minister their funds until some 
man, or body of men, shall rise up 
for the 
good the capital of the 


country better than thev can.

And Fears of 
Man Vanish 


But If Source Is Unknown, 
Gradual Denial of Their 
Reality Is Effective.

UMANITY has been cursed by 
Hee: since the beginning of its 
stay on earth. Adam and Eve 
were afraid in the garden. Cain 
slew his brother in fear of him. 
There is no son or daughter of 
Adam and Eve who has not a trace 
of the curse in him, who has not 
trembled at a thought, shivered at 
a shadow, cowered in the dark. If 
we could find a way to rid our- 
selves of fear we would conquer all 
evil and know heaven in our time. 
To cure any error one must seek 
its cause, and we have sought the 
cause of fear for many centuries 
without success. There are those 
who say that fears are conditioned, 
that is, we have an experience that 
frightens us and the fear is record- 
ed in our nerve cells thereafter. 
That might account for some par- 
ticular fears. If a dog bites a man 
it is not unlikely that the man 
thereafter wiil have a fear of a dog. 
But what about fears that are so 
dim that one cannot trace their 
cause, nor their direction, nor their 
rise in consciousness? Everyone 
knows such fears. 

In a moment of quiet, with no 
thought of trouble, a shadow steals 
over the spirit, a chill strikes the 
backbone, an uneasy feeling begins 
filtering through the inner self. 
What is it one fears? Nothing. But 
it is there, threatening, paralyzing 
the will, chilling the soul. What is 


the origin of those fears that steal 
out of the night? That rise sudden- 
ly at times of crisis? They are not 
real, not actual in that they have 
a definite cause clearly known, but 
they are there. 

I don’t know what they are or 
where they come from. I know 
that they are real enough to bother 
people a deal more than is good for 
them. Not knowing what or why 
or whence, the best thing one can 
do is to deny the fear, keep deny- 
ing it, and keep trying to get hold 
of a courageous idea until the fear 
leaves. It is idie to try to instil 
courage into a mind that is 
clutched by fear. Deny the fear 
steadily until it loses hold, then try 
for the courageous thought. 

* * . 

AM not saying to the man who 
| is in agony of fear that he has 

no fear. I am telling him that 
he can get rid of it by denying its 
reality, by saying to himself, in 
faith believing, that this fear has 
no roots, no real excuse for being, 
and that one good sound thought 
of faith and one of courage, edged 
under it, will send it on its way. 

Faith and confidence kill fear. 
The difficulty is in laying hold on 
faith and confidence. When fear 
takes hold on a soul, be it child 
or man, that soul is practically 
helpless until fear can be dis- 
placed by confideng2, and _ confi- 
dence cannot be #mduced by the 
victim. It is best to get help from 
some understanding friend, or 
some skilled physician. Don't 
afraid to go to a reputable psychi- 
atrist and tell your story of fear 
and ask for help. Fear that gets 
such a hold on its victim as to 
render him helpless needs profes- 
sional care. 

This means the care, the help, 
the advice, of a man or woman 
who has devoted a lifetime of study 
toward curing mental conditions, 
which, if allowed to go without 
help, may cause serious’ trouble 
indeed. A victim of undefined fear 
that attacks again and again needs 
treatment. Conditioned fears are 
easy enough to handle. Remove 
the cause and the fear vanishes. 
But the deeply disguised fear—the 
fear that attacks in the dark, with- 
out rhyme or reason, makes help 
necessary.

BEET SOUP 
ROLLED FILLET OF HADDOCK 
OR SOLE 
BROILED ZUCCINI 
NEW POTATOES WITH SOUR 
CREAM 
FRENCH ENDIVE SALAD 
SHERRY WINE JELLY 
CREAM LOAF CAKE 


Beet Soup 
Scrub well two bunches of small 
beets and cook until tender. Peel 
and cut into thin slivers. There 
should be two cups of the beets. 


.Add the beets and one cup of water 


in which the beets were boiled to 
three cups of consomme. Season 
with salt, pepper, two teaspoons of 
lemon juice and two teaspoons of 
worcestershire sauce. Dissolve two 
teaspoons of cornstarch in a little 
cold water and add to the soup. 
Add thin slices of frankfurters and 
let simmer for five minutes. Serve 
topped with salted whipped cream. 


Rolled Fillets of Haddock or Sole 

Cut desired number of large 
fillets lengthwise in two pieces. Salt 
and pepper and line sides of well 
greased muffin pans with pieces 
overlapping. Melt one-fourth cup 
of butter and in this stir one and 
a half cups of soft bread crumbs 
and season with salt, pepper and 
garlic salt, or if garlic salt is not 
available, rub skillet with a split 
clove of garlic before melting the 
butter. Fill the fish rings with this 
dressing and place muffin pans on 
a baking sheet with a little water 
in the pan and bake in a moderate 
oven (375 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
45 minutes. Unmold on a heated 
platter, garnish with watercress and 
serve with the following sauce. Melt 
one-half cup of butter and add two 
tablespoons of lemon juice, one 
tablespoon of worcestershire sauce, 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Broiled Zuccini 

Split young zuccini in halves. 
Place on a buttered pan. Salt and 
pepper and dot generously with 
butter. Place under a low flame 
and broil from 20 to 30 minutes. A 
few minutes before they are done 
place a teaspoon of cream on each 
piece. 

New Potatoes With Sour Cream 

Peel a small circle around young 
potatoes of uniform size and cook 
in salted, boiling water until ten- 
der. Drain, but do not peel, and 
over them pour heated sour cream 
well seasoned with salt and fresh- 
ly ground black pepper. 


Sherry Wine Jelly 

One and one-half tablespoons of 
gelatin. 

One-third cup cold water. 

One and one-half cups of boiling 
water. 

One cup sherry. 

Three tablespoons of lemon juice. 

Three-quarters cup sugar. 

Cover the gelatin with the cold 
water and let stand for five min- 
utes. Add to the boiling water 
the sugar and stir until dis- 
solved. Cool slightly and add the 
sherry and lemon juice. Pour {nto 
a cold rinsed mold and place in 
refrigerator to set. Unmold and 
garnish with sweetened and flav- 
ored whipped cream. 


Cream Loaf Cake 

Two cups of cake flour. 

Two teaspoons of baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One and one-quarter cups of rich 
cream. 

One teaspoon of vanilla. 

Sift the flour before measuring 
and sift again, three or four times 
with the baking powder and salt. 
Add the sugar gradually to the 
beaten eggs and continue beating 
until light and frothy. To the eggs 
and sugar add the cream and flour 
alternately, beating until smooth 
after each addition. Stir in the 
vanilla. Bake in a greased and 
floured loaf pan and bake in a 
moderate oven for about 50 min- 
utes. Cover with any desired icing.

Have Much to 
Do With Diet 


Face of Civilization Changed 
When Man Learned Joys 
of Eating.

E are prone to think a great 
deal about diet in terms of 
its chemistry and physiology, 

without thinking very much of 

what the soul and the mind have 

to do with it, and yet they have a 


good deal, according to Dr. Lewis 
R. Wolberg. 


Early man, he points out, was too 
busy catching his food to concern 
himself with its preparation. When 
fire began to be used for cooking, 
when cereal was made into bread 
and then baked, and man began to 
learn something about the gusta- 
tory joys of eating, it changed the 
face of civilization. There are few 
of us so stultified or so poor that 
we do not like occasionally to pan- 
der to the palate. 


This epicurean attitude has been 
in existence for a long time. We 
are told by Pherecrates of a Greek 
who enjoyed eating to the extent 
that he consumed two bushels and 
a half of food, but whose friend 
pitied him for having lost his ap- 
petite. 

No wonder the word “Lucullan” 
has come into the language if we 
can believe the story Lucullus paid 
as much as £1700 for a single meal, 
and in eight months Vitellius 
poured $7,000,000 worth of food into 
his stomach. 


We know nations by the foods 
they eat quite as well as by their 
other national characteristics: The 
Englishman for puddings and meat 
roasts; the Irish for corned beef 
and cabbage; the Italians for min- 
estra and macaroni; the French 
for onion soup, souffles and sauces; 
the Hungarians for goulash and 
paprikas; the Poles for dumplings 
and kopustal; the Russians for 
caviar, the Dutch for cheese; the 
Spanish for puchera; the Scandi- 
navians for their hors d’oeuvres; 
the Germans for sauerkraut and 
sausages; the Mexicans for ta- 
males; the Greek for okra stew; 
the Jewish for borsht, krupnick 
and blintzes; the Hindu for curry, 
and the Austrian for schnitzel, 
breads and pastries. 

The food habits of famous men 
and women in history are interest- 
ing, and sometimes have changed 
the course of the world. A shoul- 
der of mutton and onion sauce 
turned the triumphs of Dresden 
into disaster for Napoleon. WNa- 
poleon was a very erratic eater, 
sometimes abstemious and some- 
times gluttonous. When he was 
hungry he would eat to stupefac- 
tion. 

Cardinal Wolsey said of Henry 
VIII that rather than “miss or 
want any part of his appetite, he 
put the loss of one-half of his 
realm in danger.” 

Boswell said of Samuel Johnson, 
“T never knew a man who relished 
good eating more than he did.”

R. E. B.: “Kindly tell me how 
much food a child 5% years old, 
four feet tall, requires.” 
Answer: About what his appe- 
tite demands. That is the safest 
rule.
